EREWITH are printed the first 

of a series of additional brief 

articles on U: S. commemora- 

tives to supplement the infor- 
mation given in the book United States 
Commemorative Stamp Facts, written by 
Captain Townsend in 1935 and printed 
that year. No more of the booklets are 
on hand, so we cannot supply readers 
with these. The last stamp reviewed 
in the book was the 3c San Diego and 
we continue from there. 


THE 3c TEXAS 





To celebrate the 100th anniversary 
of the independence of Texas this stamp 
was issued in March, 1936. It was de- 
signed by Miss Anne Toomey, of Dal- 
las, and carries the pictures of Sam 
Houston, Stephen F. Austin and the 
historic Alamo. 

Moses Austin in 1820 secured land 
grants in Texas from the Spanish au- 
thorities in Mexico and the next year 


his son Stephen established colonies 
there. Complaining later of Mexican 
rule, Mr. Austin was sent to Mexico 


City in 1833 to present the appeal of 
the colonists, and was promptly popped 
into jail. Released in 1835 he returned 
to Texas and very naturally declared for 
war. On October 2, 1835, the first skir- 
mish took place at Gonzales, called the 
Lexington of Texas. Mr. Austin com- 
manded the Texans and in December 
President Santa Anna took personal 
charge of the Mexican army. 

The siege and fall of the Alamo is 
too well known for repetition here. It 
fell on March 2, 1836, not a man of the 
garrison (including Davy Crockett) be- 
ing left alive. Patriots assembled at the 
town of Washington declared the inde-

pendence of Texas and Sam Houston 
took immediate command of the army 
and began the campaign which ended in 
the defeat of the Mexicans at San Jacinto 
on April 26th and the establishment of 
the Republic of Texas. 

The 3c—Texas Centennial—was is- 
sued March 2, 1936, in shades of light 
purple, rotary press, perf. 11x10%, no 
wmk., and 125,000,000 were ordered 
printed from plates 21537-38-39-40, 
which were 200 subject size, the stamp

being issued in sheets of 50. No minor 
varieties of importance are known to 


exist. This stamp was re-issued in the 
Tipex sheet later in the year. See that 
item. 





3c RHODE ISLAND 





A stamp to commemorate the 300th 
anniversary of the founding of Rhode 
Island was issued in May, 1936, bearing 
a likeness of the Rev. Roger Williams, 
taken from his statue in the park at 
Providence bearing his name. The cen- 
tral design of the great seal of the state 
is also shown in the lower left of the 
stamp. 

Roger Williams was born and educat- 
ed in England, landing at Boston in 
1631. He was later banished from 
Massachusetts for his objections to Puri- 
tan domination and became the first 
white settler in Rhode Island. The de- 
cree of banishment stood against him 
until the celebration, when it was vacat- 
ed by the Massachusetts Legislature— 
too late to make any difference to the 
Reverend Roger. He has never returned 
there. 

The 3c Rhode Island Tercentenary was 
issued on May 4, 1936, in reddish purple, 
rotary press, upright, perf. 10%4x11, no 
wmk., and 67,127,650 were issued from 
plates 21559-60-61-62. A red violet 
shade is known, but no minor varieties of 
note. Issued in sheets of 50. First day 
sales were at Providence, where 245,400 
first day covers were cancelled. 











Gonzales, Texas, was the first day of 
issue city, and 319,500 first day covers 
were canceled, a record. Total quantity 
issued of this stamp, on sale until 1938, 
was 124,324,500.

the way of U. S. issues, a tiny gummed 
sheet, imperforate, composed of four 
different stamps, the Connecticut, Cali- 
fornia, Michigan and Texas stamps be- 
ing used and all, of course, in the same 
color, a red violet. It measures about 
37% inches long by 25 inches high, with 
marginal inscriptions on all four sides, 
is known in two distinct shades and is 
from plates 21557-21558. 

The sheet was put on sale at the 
Philatelic Agency Branch set up at the 
Grand Central Palace where the exhibi- 
tion was held, May 9, 1936, and 245,000 
first day covers were canceled. There 
was wild speculative buying and of the 
2,809,039 sheets issued 1,121,056 were 
sold at the show. Prices rose to 50c 
per sheet with predictions in the stamp 
press that it would eventually sell at 
two dollars, but it later dropped back to 
less than 20c per pane.

First Pickup Flights 


On the first flights of Route A. M. 
1001 and 1002, four planes were used 
on each route, two in each direction. 
This was necessary as at some points 
as many as 25 sacks were on hand to 
be picked up for either direction of the 
first flight. Number of covers sent on 
the first flights averaged around 1300 to 
1600 in each direction from intermedi- 
ate points on the route through Penn- 
sylvania. Mail was much heavier from 
the points on route 1002 as the points 
on the route had one-way service only, 
due to the route being a “loop” one, the 
mail averaging about as much on the one 
dispatch as the two on the other route 
combined. Huge crowds were gathered 
at the various cities to see the exchange 
of mails, a contributing factor being that 
flights were inaugurated on Sundays. 


“Philatelist” Trips Thieves 


The formal name for stamp collector 
caused the jailing of two youths in Chi- 
cago recently, simply because _ they 
couldn’t spell “philatelist” or pronounce 
it correctly. Trying to pawn some $680 
worth of merchandise, they attracted at- 
tention of a detective, whom they told 
the merchandise had been obtained in 
exchange for a stamp collection. Skep- 
tical, he asked them to spell and pro- 
nounce the word which every stamp 
collector knows well, and when they 
couldn’t do either they were taken to 
jail, where it was learned the merchan- 
dise had been stolen from a drug store.

Win- 
ners will be paid one per cent of con- 
struction costs of the new post office 
for the completed mural, about $690 to 
$840 each, the Washington Star states.

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Albinos are not uncommon among 
stamped envelopes, being found fre- | 
quently. These, in case the reader is 
unfamiliar with this term, are simply 


stamped envelopes with colorless impres- 
sions of the stamp. This happens as a 
result of the sheet of paper passing 
through the embossing machine, but 
skipping the printing portion of manu- 
facture during which the color is printed. 
Not so frequently, envelope stamps are 
found having a portion of the design in 
color, sort of half albino and half normal 
for instance. These are caused by an- 
other sheet overlapping the one being 
printed, or freak creases. Paul Q. Card 
of Minneapolis reports the 6c airmail en- 
velope with upper two-thirds of stamp 
albino, the division being at an angle of 
nearly 45 degrees, first we’ve noted on 
this particular envelope. 





A first flight cover of the Trans-Atlan- 
tic service to Marseilles, normal except 
that there is no postmark of New York 
and consequently stamp is uncancelled, 
is reported by I. C. Brinten of Washing- 
ton. 





H. E. W. of Leavenworth, Kans., 
writes that he has a strip of the Ic 
1922-23 coil stamp perforated 942 and 
wants to know if this is an error or a 
common variation from the normal 10 
gauge. Perforation gauges are not al- 
ways as accurate as they should be and 
collectors finding variations less than a 
whole unit should place their stamp 
alongside some stamp known to have the 
correct perforation. In this instance, 
any coil stamp of the last 20 years would 
do to check, as they are all perforated 
10. Then, if the stamps do not match, 
you would seem then to be fairly certain 
your stamps ARE a freak gauge. It 
should be remembered though that a 
difference of as much as 14 in the gauge 
could occur through variations in the 
course of printing, while actually the 
gauge of the perforating machine re- 
mained unchanged. 





An announcement is expected soon 
from the Post Office Department regard- 
ing the first of the long talked of series 
depicting “Heroes of Peace.” Which 
group will come first is not definite yet, 
though writers seem at present to have 
an edge over the other types of “peace 
heroes.” 


Postmarks of the Royal Train (U. S. 
marking) were obtainable with dates as 
late as June 11. W. S. Martin, Acting 
General Supt. of the Railway Mail Serv- 
ice, informed B. R. McIntyre of War- 
ren, Ohio, that covers received after 
the train had left Washington, were 
sent to Poughkeepsie, N. Y. and post- 
marked there. When requests were made 
for June 9 date as well as usual June 
8 at Washington, during the train’s stay, 





these requests were accommodated. All 
in all, the R. M. S. deserves thanks for 
its efforts to give a maximum of service. 


| An estimated 100,000 to 125,000 covers 


were cancelled on the train during its 
Washington visit. Over 300,000 covers 
were estimated to have been cancelled 
the Canadian portion of the trip. 





To make certain the first day sale 
of the Panama Canal stamp runs off in 
customary style, Deputy Third Assistant 
Postmaster General Roy M. North, Supt. 
of the Division of Stamps Fellers, Asst. 
Supt. Robert C. King and North’s Sec- 
retary, Roy Sheridan, are leaving for the 
Zone to superintend the first day ar- 
rangements. 





At the close of the Civil War, Post- 
master General Dennison asked Congress 
for the passage of a bill authorizing him 
to sell stamps on credit. The object 
was to let the Southern people supply 
themselves, as having only worthless 
Confederate paper money, they could 
not prepay postage. 


A Pittsburgh, Pa., collector was re- 
ported by the Sun-Telegraph to have 
found a block of six of the 3c Stuart 
1932 (No. 720) imperf horizontally 
among some sheets bought at that post 
office for commercial use. Sydney R. 
McCoy was the finder and he too is 
almost unique for he readily told when

and where he found the errors—quite 
the contrary from the secretive attitude 
of most owners of such items. 





Miss Gretchen Pippen writes that she 
has a cover from Wake Island, the post. 
mark being that of the U.S.S. Chay. 
mont with wording “Wake Island—Mig 
Pacific.” She says she understands this 
cancel was destroyed after the ship left 
the island. Date was August 2, 1933, 
The Chaumont (a naval transport) 
normally uses a regulation type cancel 
as supplied most naval vessels, with 
movable type between the cancelling 
bars. Thus any wording can be included 
in the cancel, space alone limiting it, 
This change of movable type is prob. 
ably what was referred to by stating 
cancel was destroyed. 





Not all senders of first day Trans-At. 
lantic covers were lucky enough to have 
their covers carried on first flight also, 
N. Gershon of Chicago, asked for such 
double service, but his covers turned out 
to be just first flights, he informs us, 
(It appears that those covers receiving 
the double services, did so by error.) 


The Bureau Specialist mentions that in 
error some first day registered covers 
of the 30c Trans-Atlantic Air stamp were 
dated April 16 instead of May 16 in 
the cancellation. 


The existence of the Jetersville, Va, 
Confederate Provisional adhesive stamp 
was not known until 1894 when a pair 
on entire was found.

MARIETTA’S 
STATUE 


Down the beautiful 
Muskingum valley we 
drove the other day to 
Marietta and by chance happened along 
the park where stands the “March West- 
ward” monument depicted on the North- 
west Territory stamp issued a year ago.

ed with his stamp issues will find much 
of interest in the Campus Martius Mu- 
seum with its material from the early 
days of the Northwest Territory. We 
didn’t notice among the items for sale 
as souvenirs, etc., any of the two stamps.

in printed proofs of all the cachets used 
on the first flights of last August and 
March, 50 different designs in all. And 
we don’t blame him for being proud of 
them. The Canadian service is noted 
for the quality of designs of its cachets 
and this is a particularly fine batch. On 
these Yukon and Trans-Canada routes 
the names are familiar ones, while many 
points on former routes were obscure 
frontier posts. Though we do not collect 
these ourselves, we can readily under- 
stand why so many collectors do. If 
some of the non-postal and non-phila- 
telic bodies busy getting out cachets 
were as careful in selecting their designs, 
we might be less grudging of devoting 
space to their none too beautiful prod- 
ucts.

American republics to introduce stamps, 
finally decided to issue stamps, there 
was a movement on in those territories 
to introduce a decimal system of coinage 
to replace the old, unhandy Spanish 
system of eight reales equal to a peso. 
The first issue which appeared in 1871 
was therefore inscribed with denomina- 
tions of the new currency which it was 





anticipated would be adopted by the time 
the stamps would arrive from the French 
printers. But when they arrived, the 
decimal coinage had not been introduced 
and the postal administration decided to 
use the stamps anyway. The 1 centavo 
did not seem to fit in very well and 
later was withdrawn. The 5c, 10c and 
20c were however sold at % reale, 1 
reale and 2 reales respectively. Since 
there was very little mail carried with- 
in the country in the ’70s, this was little 
bother. In fact stage coaches were in 
use only between the capital and San 
Jose, Indian runners carrying the scant 
mails to other points. Reales continued 
as the national currency until 1881 when 
the Central American republics finally 
agreed to put the decimal system of 
100 centavos to a peso into use, both 
Costa Rica and Guatemala temporarily 
overprinting the stamps of the reales 
issues in decimal denominations. To dis- 
tinguish their currencies the countries 
later adopted different names for their 
monies though retaining the division of 
a unit into 100 smaller units.

to travelling post offices operating at 
high speeds on our railways, we seem to 
have consigned manual methods of mail 
transport into the limbo of forgotten 
things. No longer do we see the some- 
what bulky mail cart being pulled 
through the streets by its patient horse 
or horses and, though we are used to 
seeing postmen on foot delivering our 
letters door to door, few of us today real- 
ize that when the aeroplane, the liner 
or the mail train have carried the mail 
bags to a given destination, in all but a 
few highly organized states, the business 
of final distribution to destination is still 
carried out by the oldest form of postal 
transport, the mail runner. 

India, for instance, we have come to 
regard as being a few days from London, 
and while this is true in regard to places 
like Karachi, Bombay, and Calcutta, it 
is nevertheless a fact that 86,500 miles 
of mail lines in India are operated solely 
by runners—and that this amounts to 
half of the total mail lines maintained in 
India. These Indian runners wear a 


INDIA POSTAGE 





simple uniform, a pugri, a loin cloth and 
a turban. Each runner carries a staff of 
about a yard or four feet in length with 
a spear fixed at one end and a number 
of little bells. As the runner goes on his 
way he strikes the ground with his staff 
and the jingling of the bells frightens 
away snakes. Wild animals are frequent 
sources of danger to mail runners, and 
they are also often attacked by bands of 
robbers, while climatic conditions of the 
most extreme are often encountered. 

In Rhodesia too there are many mail 
services operated by runners. In North- 
ern Rhodesia they call him the “scarlet 
runner” from his uniform of shorts, tunic 
and fez all in red. These runners carry 
their mails on their heads through jun- 
gles and across flood swollen rivers with- 
out shifting their loads. 

It is estimated that it will take over a 
hundred years before the runner system 
is abolished in the British Empire alone, 
and in certain other countries it may 
never be superseded. Apart from the 
few examples given there are many other 
mail routes operated by runners, and 
when we think proudly of our advances 
in transportation in recent years it is per- 
haps salutary and even comforting to 
think that in the vast and highly organ- 
ized international postal service the ma- 
chine has by no means entirely replaced 
the human being and that it is doubtful 
if it will ever do so.

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Seebeck’s First Issues 





N. F. Seebeck is generally credited 
with the issues of the 90s from Central 
America and Ecuador which he “remain- 
dered” to the extent of literally hundreds 
of thousands. Salesman Seebeck how- 
ever had some preliminary experience 
with Latin-American stamps as he was 
responsible for the annual output of 
1882, 1883, 1884 and 1885 from the 
Colombian State of Bolivar. From their 
present valuations it would seem that he 
simply supplied the stamps in generous 
quantities and didn’t have any contract 
to reprint after demonitization of the 
issues. 





Two-Color Postmarks 


A Brazilian inventor recently had his 
invention used by the postal service: 
a two-color postmarking stamp. The 
Post office tried these out at the Brapex 
show last fall, but first philatelic men- 
tion is noted in the Foreign Communica- 
tion News of the U. S. Department of 
Commerce. Several designs were used, 
the most striking being one in circular 
form, but with outer line with inscrip- 
tions in black in Esperanto and the 
green star, emblem of that international 
language in the center. No date was 
included, other than the simple “Rio 
de Janeiro, 1938.”

The current trouble in Danzig again 
has its effect on the New York market 
for supplies of recent Danzig have been 
readily snapped up. The only set of 
recent vintage that really is scarce is 
Scott No. 232-35, The Reunion with 
Prussia. This set was never around in 
quantities, and a stock of 5 sets was 
considered to be a large stock. The 
trouble in Danzig stamps seems to be 
right in Danzig. Speculators buy out 
entire issues and then try to dictate their 
own prices to the wholesalers. So far 
these boys have done very well for them- 
selves. Not only do they dictate the 
price, but they also limit the quantities 
that come in on each boat. 


It seems that all is not peaceful in the 
German protectorate of Slovakia. With- 
out warning they released a set of stamps 
honoring Stefanik, the Czech leader for 
independence. These stamps picture 
Stefanik in a French Uniform along side 
of his tomb. As soon as these stamps 
were released the storm broke, some 
officials seem to have disappeared, all 
the remainders were burned and the 
plates destroyed. These under direct 
orders from “protector” Hitler. At this 
time it is impossible to say how good 
this set will be, as we do not know how 
many sets were released. I do know 
that the set is selling very fast in New 
York. 


The new Belgium Orval Abbey Res- 
toration issue may prove to be another 
good set. This issue not yet released 
was sold only by subscription and in 
complete sets. To make it a postal issue 
the Belgian Government will allow it to 
be valid for postal use until September 
30, 1940. The catch in this is: who will 
want to use it to pay postage, when they 
have to pay double face value for the 
set? As the set is for sale in complete 
sets only, one will have to pay 25 francs 
to use these. However, advance pictures 
of this set show a very beautiful and 
attractive set. This, of course, makes 
it readily saleable.

This of 
course is good propaganda and led to 
protests by the German Government. 
However, the only one who should ob- 
ject are the collectors of French Stamps, 
who after all, pay the bill. 


Egypt Offers Remainders 


Some months ago Egyptian postal of- 
ficials were quoted as voicing indignant 
denials that there had been reprintings of 
the 1927 Cotton Congress commemora- 
tives, and that the plates had been sold. 
The KenMore Kollector now reports that 
the Cairo postmaster is offering at face 
value quantities of the 1938 Cotton Con- 
gress set as well as the Radio, Opthal- 
mological and Leprosy Congress issues. 
The KenMore firm points out that when 
the 1938 Cotton Congress set appeared in 
that year, they could obtain but one- 
fifth of their orders, the plea of the 
post office being there were not enough 
to go around. Yet months later such a 
surplus exists that they will be sold at 
face value apparently without limit, 
though the stamps are no longer good for 
postage, having been demonitised. Egyp- 
tian officials when denying there had 
been reprints of Cotton Congress stamps, 
had specifically mentioned only the 1927 
set. Fortunately it now develops the 
new offerings are only of odds and ends 
returned from small postoffices, most 
being soiled and creased and therefore 
unfit for philatelic marts.
